Finance and Taxation Committee, the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and the Education and Agriculture Committees of, both the House

That the day’s session was of interest to the legislators was evidenced 
by the fact that 51 of the 65 members attended. Alumni interest was 
revealed in their cooperation in providing transportation to-Auburn for 


legislators, Although the conference was a.must due to the record- 
shattering freshman enrollment. of 2267 students, it merely followed 
the pattern of “Interim Committee” visits prior to the opening of the 
legislative session. 

IN HIS welcoming remarks, API President Ralph Draughon pointed 
out... 


“That we are not presenting a legislative budget for you to view. 
That is in the hands of the State Director of Finance and the State Bud- 
get Officer. Rather, we want you to inquire into our functions, under- 
stand the demands upon us, know the manner in which we operate, and 
understand the services we try to render to the people of our state. 

“That we have no intention of magnifying our problems or attempt- 
ing to satisfy our neéds at the expense of the public schools, the Uni- 
versity, or the other state colleges. ‘ 

“That it is our purpose to acquaint you with our obligation to pro- 


vide services ift instruction, research and extension as a land-grant insti- 
tution. We are not here to advocate specific legislation which would be 
calculated to solve our problems in the adequate performance of these 
obligations, THAT IS ENTIRELY IN THE PROVINCE OF THE ALA- 


BAMA LEGISLATURE. 


“That we have not invited you here in order to talk to you at great 
We hope, on the contrary, that you will raise every question 
that you may have in your minds. We want to know WHAT YOU 
WAN iT TO KNOW about the functions, policies and problems of Au- 
burn. We'll try to answer your questions. If we can’t get the answer 
for you today, we will prepare the information requested and mail it 
to all of you as soon as possible.” 


AFTER brief remarks by the Dean of Faculties, the Director of Exten- 
sion, and the Director of Agricultural Research, the legislators split into 
Six groups to see Auburn as a dynamic, integrated institution, and to 
Visualize its responsibilites, its labors, and its needs.

Knows 10,000 names 


IN THIS work, it is estimated that 
Rabbit Harris has met, and can call 
by first names, more than 10,000 
Alabamians. He has traveled up and 
down and across Alabama directing 
Alabama's public service training. He 
has conducted both state and local 
training schools for firemen, police- 
men, motor transportation workers 
and Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion workers. 

Mr. Harris was instrumental in de- 
veloping evening classes throughout 
Alabama for textile workers and miners. 
His co-workers believe one of his 
greatest contributions to the state was 
his classes for Alabama foremen, who 
learned how to teach skills to other 
workers in on-the-job training. During 
this time, Mr. Harris came to know 
thousands of Alabama workers per- 
sonally. Many recognized him only as 
“Rabbit,” the teacher-instructor who 
always had his pipe handy and a good 
story ready to tell. 

For the keen, blue-eyed vocational 
worker believes in teaching by illustra- 
tion. He has an unlimited fund of brief 
stories which go to the heart of any 
problem.

A TALK given by API’s Dr. Theo Dal- 
ton, at a regional meeting of the Assoc- 
jation for Student Teaching, was re- 
cently featured in Atlanta’s Journal and

“It takes a multitude of mimeograph- 
ed sheets to determine whether a stu- 
dent teacher will make a good teacher, 


“Also much observation by other 
teachers, study of his own evaluations 
of other teachers, conferring, ques- 
tioning and personality pulse-taking. 

“Dr, Dalton described and discuss- 
ed the ultimate moment in the student 
teacher’s progress to the head of the 
class—the period she spends as a 
practice teacher in a sure-enough 
school room full of sure-enough pu- 
pils. 


“But before that, she reads about 
these pupils, hears about them, sees 
movies about them, and according to 
Dr. Dalton, worries considerably about 
facing them. 


“But the trial-by-child classroom ex- 
perience is the thing that makes or 
breaks the future teacher.
